Dear Comrades! 


We must register greater victory in social- 
ist construction in the new year. 


1962 is a year of great importance in the 
successful implementation of the Seven- 
Year Plan and, in particular, a decisive 
year in the fulfilment of the task of the first 
three years, the basic line of which is radi- 
cally to improve the people’s living. 


The central task we must solve this year 
by pulling all strength is to occupy the six 
heights: 5 million tons of grain, 250 million 
metres of textiles, 800,000 tons of marine 
products, dwelling houses for 200,000 
households, 1.2 million tons of steel and 
15 million tons of coal. 


The capture of the six heights will mark 
a new, big stride forward in markedly im- 
proving the material and cultural living 
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standards of our people and in reinforcing 
the economic might of the couniry. And it 
will be an important guarantee to the suc- 
cessful fulfilment of all the tasks of the 
Seven-Year Plan. 


The Second Enlarged Plenary Meeting 
of the Fourth Central Committee of the 
Party clearly outlined the basic ways and 
means of conquering the six heights this 
year and aroused the entire people to a new 
labour struggle. 


We must continue to develop rapidly 
heavy industry, the basis of the entire na- 
tional economy, and put flesh on the skele- 
ton of the heavy industry already estab- 
lished and reinforce and adjust its technical 
equipment so as to give more powerful 
assistance to agriculture, light industry and 
construction. 


In particular, the machine-building indus- 
try must produce tractors and various other 
farm machines and irrigation equipment for 
runal areas, and large numbers of fishing 
vessels as well as machines and equipment 
necessary for consolidating the technical 
foundation of fishing industry have to be 
turned out. It° must produce in greater 
quantities equipment for chemical industry, 
coal and ore mines, electric machines and 
building machines, and along with the out- 
put of various kinds of machines and equip- 
ment production of accessories must be de- 
cisively raised. The workers in the field of 
chemical industry must fully ensure raw ma- 
terials—such fibres as vinalon, staple fibre, 
rayon yarn and vinyl chloride, and various 
other raw materials—for light industry. 
They must work to promote the applica- 
tion of chemistry in agriculture by supply- 
ing in the farming season of this year 
700,000 tons of chemical fertilizers as wel! 
as large quantities of agricultural chemicals 
such as weed-killers and insecticides. 


Only when the farming is well done can 
the people’s living become further bountiful 
and every thing will move smoothly in the 
country. 

This year also we must direct great efforts 
to agriculture and, in particular, must 
exert all our energies to ensure the in- 
creased production of grain. We musi attain 
without fail the output of five million tons 
of grain by energetically and continuously 
pushing ahead with agricultural mechanisa- 


tion, expanding the area under irrigation, 
extensively undertaking the land reclama- 
tion work and further developing the ad- 
vanced intensive farming method. 

The task set before us in the new year in 
socialist construction is arduous and 
stupendous. But it is a hope-filled struggle 
for a richer and better life for our people 
and a glorious struggle for opening the 
path of boundless prosperity and develop- 
ment for the fatherland. We must bring 
about new innovations in all branches of 
{he national economy and win greater vic- 
tory, by maintaining the surging revolu- 
tionary spirits and waging a vigorous 
struggle for the increased production and 
econoniisation. 


What is most important for successfully 
carrying out this year’s tasks is to raise the 
utility rate of equipment to the maximum 
and normalize production in factories and 
enterprises. In all factories and enterprises 
the check-up and repair of machines and 
equipment must be thoroughly conducted 
and technical preparations and the produc- 
tion of spare parts must precede other 
work. Production must be systematically 
and rapidly increased in the matner of 
taking one height, consolidating the results 
attained, and then taking a higher height. 


A big source of reserve is found in im- | 


proving the work of guidance in production. 
The system of management of enterprises 
must be decisively improved in all enter- 
prises so as to strengthen the work of tech- 
nical management, regularize the supply of 
materials and the supply work for workers 
and more clearly define the limit of re- 
sponsibility and the assignment for each. 
Leading workers must go deep into the 
production sites and give concrete guidance 
and assistance to the working people. They 
must firmly establish the system of gui- 
dance and the style of work so as to give 
guidance with responsibility and ensure 
work conditions from above. 


The management committees for agricul- 
tural cooperatives to be newly set up with 
the counties as a unit should be well staf- 
fed and the guidance to agricultural co- 
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operatives from above further strengthened. 
At the same time the technical forces of 
agricultural cooperatives should be further 
reinforced and the role and functions of 
the managerial committees be further en- 
hanced. 


Today our country is in a period of over- 
all technical revolution. Technical study 
and popularization of technique should be 
energetically pushed ahead among the 
working people, and invention, innovation 
and rationalisation movement for inventing 
new machines and contriving new produc- _ 
tion methods should be widely waged. 
Scientists and technicians should find out 
ways for substituting what we do not have 
with. what we have through many-sided re- 
search into the natural resources of our 
country, and actively seek the means of im- 
proving the people’s living and accelerating 
the technical revolution on the basis of ma- 
terial resources to be found in the country. 


Our society should be turned into a big, 
genial united family through the strenuous 
communist education among the working 
people. The revolutionary zeal and creative 
activeness of the masses should be given 
full play. Our entire working people must 
tenaciously strive to carry through the 
Party policy to the last and must make un- 
interrupted advance and continuous inno- 
vation for building socialist paradise, 
courageously overcoming all possible ob- 
stacles by displaying a spirit of self-re- 
liance.

T ODAY in our country the words “six 
heights’ are on _ everyone’s lips. The six 
heights are the national targets of the Korean 
people for this year, the second year of the 
Seven-Year Plan: 5 million tons of grain, 250 
million metres of textile goods, 800,000 tons of 
marine products, housing construction for 200,000 
families, 1.2 million tons of steel, and 15 mil- 
lion tons of coal. 

The year 1962 will be a decisive one in the 
fulfilment of the tasks of the first three years 
under the Seven-Year Plan for radically improv- 
ing the living of the people. And the six heights 
will be the most important link in carrying out 
the tasks set for the year. More, the six heights, 
when conquered, will not only constitute a sure 
guarantee for the successful execution of the 
tasks of the Seven-Year Plan, but accelerate the 
peaceful unification of the country for which the 
Korean people ardently aspire. 

Preparations for a battle to take the heights 
started already last year. Heavy and light in- 
dustries have been all the more fortified while the 
technical reconstruction of agriculture has pro- 
ceeded apace. Compared with the preceding year, 
the gross industrial output in 1961 grew to 114 
per cent and in agriculture the grain yield in- 
creased by one million tons despite unusually 
severe drought and flood. Ke 

The Second Enlarged Plenary Meeting of the 
Fourth Central Committee of the Workers’ Party 
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of Korea in November last year, which discussed 
as an important item the economic plan for 1962, 
worked out concrete tasks and means of con- 
quering the six heights. 

Five million tons of grain is our first height. 
When we reach the summit of the height, the 
per capita output of grain will be 500 kilograms, 
or two times that in the pre-liberation year of 
1944. 

To this end mechanization of agriculture, use 
of agricultural chemicals and advanced farming 
methods, afforestation and water conservancy 
work and land amelioration will be stepped up. 
Over 100,000 jungbo of new land will be re- 
claimed. 

Two hundred and fifty million metres of tex- 
tile goods is our another target. This implies 25 
metres of fabrics for everyone of the population. 
The pre-liberation figure was only 14 centimetres 
per head of the population. 


To attain the target we will further strengthen. 


our textile mills technically, including those in 
the domain of local industry, raise the utility 
rate of the existing equipment and continue to 
increase the number of spindles. Domestic fibre 
scurces will be fully tapped to improve the 
qualitative composition of fabrics. Output of 
vinalon will exceeds 10,000 tons and that of 
staple fibre and rayon yarn will go up to 35,000 
tons at the two chemical fibre mills in Chungjin 
and Shinuijoo. Production of auxiliary raw ma- 
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terials will be stepped up. A caustic soda manu- 
facturing factory in Bongoong now under con- 
struction is to start operation this year. Then 
yearly production of vinyl chloride will go up to 
8,000 tons this year. 

The next height set for our people to scale 
this year is that of 800,000 tons of fish catch. 

Measures will be taken to improve technical 
equipment of fishing industry, establish a system 
of scientific fishing, and develop many-sided fish- 
ing, cultivation and fish-breeding. Also greai at- 
tention will be directed to equipping the fishing 
industry with its own fishing machine factories, 
to raising efficiency in boat repairing and mech- 
anization, and to speedily pushing up with the 
production of fishing nets and tackle. 

Housing construction for 200,000 families is 
aiso ome of the targets of the year. The post- 
War years witnessed the difficult housing pro- 
blem being solved basically. Housing construc- 
tion for 600,000 families in town and the coun- 
try each will proceed in the Seven-Year Plan 
period. This means that houses accommodating 


roughly 48 per cent of the country’s entire fami- 
lies will be erected in only seven years. Under 
this long-range plan we will build this year 
houses for 200,000 families, 100,000 in town 
and the country each. 

In the domain of construction, giving priority 
to the industrial and housing construction, we 
will work new innovations, raise considerably 
the level of mechanization, hasten the speed of 
construction, and raise quality in construction. 

We have set also the height of 1.2 million 
tons of steel as a target of the year. Steel is the 
backbone of the national economy and without 
that neither industry nor agriculture can develop. 
Nor would it be possible to improve the people’s 
living. Compared with the pre-liberation year of 
1944, in 1961 the output of steel and rolled 
steel increased over 5 and 6 times respectively. 
This year will witness an increase of about 1.5 
times as against last year in steel production. 
To attain this goal, more care will be given to 
the existing equipment and it will be put in 
better order in the field of the ferrous metallur- 
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gical industry while the industry itself will be 
further strengthened technically. At the same 
time advanced technology will be boldly intré- 
duced. New variety of steel products of better 
quality will be turned out in large quantities. 

Our machine industry which is now making a 
leaping advance will be supplied with more steel. 
This will mean also more modern machines, 
equipment, accessories. It will mean putting 
flesh on heavy industry, thereby improving its 
technical equipment. Furthermore, our machine 
industry will meet the requirements of the na- 
tional economy for various machines and equip- 
ment such as tractors, lorries and other farming 
machines, technical equipment of vessels, gene- 
rating equipment, machines, equipment for chemi- 
cal factories and others. Demands for steel pro- 
ducts in the domain of construction will also be 
satisfactorily met. 

The height of 15 million tons of coal is also our 
target. With the rapid development of the metal 
and chemical industries, the ever growing rail- 
way transport, construction of thermo-power sta- 
tions and the extensive introduction of gassifi- 
cation of anthracite in many branches of the na- 
tional economy, the demand for coal is becoming 
bigger every day. Production of coal is of great 
significance in our country in view of the 
specific features of our fuel resources. 

The Plenary Meeting laid down a series of 
concrete measures for the coal industry to ex- 
ecute its task successfully. The Plenary Meeting 
emphasized the coal industry must improve the 
mine administration system and technical gui- 
dance. And mines. must continue to strictly 
adhere to the measures shown by the Party for 
making the tunnelling precede hewing, erecting 
permanent pits, increasing the number of mech- 
anists to effect mechanization in work, and rais- 
ing the utility rate of facilities, while building 
more cultural and welfare facilities for the col- 
liers. 

The task of taking the six heights was laid 
on the basis of scientific analysis of all condi- 


_ tions and possibilities. Moreover, the ways and 


means for carrying out the task have been shown 
clearly. It must be added the first step towards 


the six heights has been made successfully. 

The Korean people are guided by the Work- 
ers’ Partly of Korea and they have the rich .ex- 
periences accumulated in the course of socialist 
construction. And the creative enthusiasm of the 
hard working Korean people is inexhaustible. 
Our powerful heavy and light industries and the 
socialist rural economy are displaying their 
vitality, carrying on successfully the technical 
revolution. More, the number of our cadres keeps 
growing. 

In a word, we are provided with everything 
necessary for scaling the six heights. 

In carrying out the National Economy Plan 
for 1962 with the six heights as its centre, the 
instructions of Comrade Kim I] Sung at the 
Second Enlarged Plenary Meeting and at the 
Daian Electric Appliances Factory in last Decem- 
ber are of particular importance. They are a key 
to winning the heights, to bringing about a new 
upsurge and changes in the further develop- 
ment of our industry and agriculture. 

Comrade Kim I] Sung’s instructions gave rise 
to a new system of guidance that has been 
firmly established throughout the country: lead- 
ing functionaries go down to lower units to direct- 
ly organize work, help the workers set up plans 
and see to it that materials are delivered to work 
places. This system makes it possible to mobilize 
the inexhaustible energy of the working people 
in a more effective way and to utilize to the 
maximum productive potentialities latent in the 
field of industry. 

In agriculture, too, recently management com- 
mittees for agricultural co-operatives were organ- 
ised at the initiative of Comrade Kim Il Sung. 
This makes it possible under a far-sighted plan to 
render guidance to agricultural co-operatives, to 
correctly ensure production and technical gui- 
dance, thereby exploring fully vast reserves and 
advancing more rapidly the agricultural produc- 
tive forces on new scientific and technical basis.

L IBERATION and building of so- 

cialism have brought about 
great changes in the appearance of 
Korea's countryside. 

Today one sees no trace of the 
miserable looks of our countryside 
as in the darkest days when the 
country was under the Japanese 
imperialist colonial domination, In 
those days the majority of the peas- 
ants, except a handful of landlords, 
eked out a half-starved livelihood. 
Thatch-roofed little hoveis were 
their allotment. And they took their 
lot for granted. But, today all this 
has become a thing of the past. 

With the completion of the so-

and for all in our countryside. And 


tremendous successes have been re- 
gistered in the technical recon- 
struction of agriculture with irriga- 
tion, mechanization and electrifi- 
cation as the main contents. 

Agricultural productive forces 
freed from the fetters of the ouf- 
moded relations of production keep 
making headway by leaps and 
bounds and the living standards of 
the peasantry as a whole have 
risen notably. 

Today in our rural villages work 
has become easier, the yields have 
grown sharply, and the peasants 
lead a more abundant and cultural 
life. Consequently, it is no surprise. 
the need of building modern 
houses extensively in the country- 
side should rise. 

The Workers’ Party of Korea 
has always attached great signifi- 


cance to converting our country- 
side into a medern socialist one. 
Even in the difficult early days of 
the post-war period the Party paid 
great concern to the improvemeni 
of the peasants’ lot. Farm houses 
were built on a big scale while 
large-scale irrigation and other pro- 
jects were undertaken to raise agri- 
cultural production. 

Modern farm houses with a floor 
space of 5,060,000 square metres 
and cultural and welfare facilities 
with a floor space of more than 
cne_ million. square metres were 
built, and the looks of the country- 
side changed remarkably. 

For a modern socialist country- 
side, however, more, better dwel- 
ling houses should be built on a 
extensive scale. It was precisely for 
this reason that the Second Enlarg- 
ed Plenary Meeting of the Fourth 
Central Committee of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea held from Novem- 
ber 27 to December 1 last year 
set forth a concrete measure for 
building 600,000 modern dwelling 


houses in the countryside in the 
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“Seven-Year Plan 


period of the current Seven-Year 
Pian. It decided to erect, to begin 
with, 100,000 houses this year. 


We have built in the preceding 
7 years houses for 600,000 families 
in urban and rural areas. Now we 
are to build the same number of 
modern dwelling houses in the 
countryside alone in the current 
Seven-Year Plan. This is, indeed, a 
colossal task. 


However, we are provided with 
ample conditions and_ possibilities 
for carrying out the task. There 
exists a powerful heavy industry 
capable of manufacturing modern 
building machines and building ma- 
terials in large quantities. Then the 
country is endowed with abundant 
building materials resources. More, a 
large army of competent building 
workers has been trained in the 
course of vast post-war construction. 
Then we should not omit the rich 
experiences accumulated hitherto. 


lf we explore and turn to ac- 
count all these resources and re- 
serves, the job can be done for 
sure. 


The new housing construction 
programme in the countryside will 
proceed in the following manner: 
In the first three years of the 
construction of 
houses along the railway lines, 
highways, the coastlines, and in the 
plain areas, where war damage 
was most severe, will be basically 
completed. Then the programme 


tals 
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will move up to the mountainous 
regions. 

New village construction plans 
are drawn up in conformity with 
the actual situation of respective 
areas to push up with the con- 


struction of modern farm houses. 


In’ drawing up the plens consi- 
deration is given to chocse scenic 
spots and sunny mountain foot for 
houses. The question of access to 
good drinking water is given most 
care. The scale of a village, ex- 
cept where administrative and cul- 
tural organs are centered, would be 
between 20 and 30 houses.

wy URING the Five-Year Plan period (1957- 
D 1961), a powerful heavy industry with the 
-machine-building industry as the core was built in 
our country, and the foundation for socialist in- 
_ dustrialization was laid. And this enabled the 
country to further reinforce the foundation of the 
self-supporting national economy and create ma- 
terial and technical conditions for equipping all 


branches of the national economy on up-to-date

This was how matters stood when we Set our- 
£ ‘Selves the task of preferentially developing heavy 
_ industry while, at the same time, developing light 
‘industry and agriculture in order to stabilize and 
improve the people’s living that had extremely 
deteriorated due to the war. Indeed the country 
Was in need of a large sum of capital. 
In the Three-Year Plan period (1954-56) the 
country received no small aid from the Soviet 
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Blast furnaces No. 1 and No. 2 at the Hwanghai Iron Works 


Union and other fraternal countries, which went 
a long way to solving the problem of funds. But 
the situation was different when we set out on the 
fulfilment of the Five-Year Plan. The tasks un- 
der the Five-Year Plan were bigger than those 
under the Three-Year Plan. Naturally the Five- 
Year Plan called for a yet greater amount of 
funds, and the funds had to be raised by our- 
selves through our own accumulation. 

Therefore, concentrated efforts were made on 
increasing accumulation through the mobiliza- 
tion of latent reserves, economizing funds to 
the greatest possible extent and effectively 
spending them. And in enlisting latent reserves 
the December -1956 Plenum of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Workers’ Party of Korea was of 
great significance. 

The Plenum called on the entire working peo- 
ple to mobilize fully all reserves and potentiali- 
ties for increased production and practice eco- 
nomy. The people made fresh labour endeavours 
giving rise to a big upsurge of socialist con- 
struction. Following the December 1956 Plenum 
of the Party Central Committee, the efficiency in 
use of equipment grew higher and large quanti- 
ties of raw materials and materiais were eco- 
nomized. 

In 1957, the efficiency in use of machine tools 
rose by 3.4 per cent and the production costs of 
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manufactured goods went down by 11 per cent. 
As a result, national income showed an increase 
of 37 per cent over the previous year, and na- 
tional revenues increased by 229 million won, 
although the government expenditure exceeded 
the original plan. 

Fullest mobilization and use of the reserves 
latent in locality was another wise measure the 
Party took for solving the problem of funds for 
building the foundation of industrialization. 

In June 1958 the Central Committee of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea set out the line of 
building more than one local industry factory in 
each city and county, and the Party was whole- 
heartedly supported by the working people. In a 
matter of a few months more than 1,000 middle 
and smali enterprises were built, or 10-11 for 
each city and county, by enlisting local reserves 
with little investment of government funds. In 
1960 our local industry accounted for 39 per 
cent of the aggregate industrial output value, 56

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per cent of the consumer goods prouuction. This 
made it possibile for the government to appro- 
priate a greater amount of funds for building 
heavy industry, while bcosting sharply the na- 
tional revenues. Income from local industry, for 
example, made up 10.7 per cent of the local 
budgetary revenue in 1956, but the figure went 
up to 62.8 per cent in 1960. During the same 
period the proportion of the local revenue in the 
state budgetary revenue increased frem 10.3 
per cent to 32.3 per cent. 


One of the important measures adopted by the 
Party for utilizing fully hidden reserves so as 
to increase the state accumulation was the un- 
folding of a struggle against passivity, conser- 
vatism and mystery about technique that were 
still to be found among cadres. Elimination of 
these would tap, the Party considered, latent re- 
serves and quicken the pace of onward march. 

Our working people toppled the old nominal 
capacity and old norms, replacing them with new 
ones. More, innumerable innovations were re- 
gistered in technical progress. 


As a result, in 1958, in industry alone, goods 
to the value of more than 210 million won were 
produced in excess of the plan, and production 
costs went down by 2.3 per cent. This naturally 
led to the sharp increase of state accumulation 
and to the further consolidation of the country’s 
finance. 

Now that the material and technical basis was 
laid in all fields of the national economy and 
the mystery about technique was toppled, the 
Party proposed in May 1959 a movement for 
multiplying machine tools. The movement aimed 
at keeping balance between the development of 
heavy industry and that of light industry while 
ensuring the priority growth of heavy industry, 
and at building at the earliest date the foundation 
for industrialization. And it proved to be a wise 
measure for enlisting enormous reserves. 

In a year after the movement was launched, 
more than 13,000 machine tools were turned out 
in excess of the plan thanks to the exploration 
and utilization of latent reserves. The number 
of machine tcols increased 1.8 times. 


The movement for multiplying machine tools 
served to further strengthen the material and 
technical basis of all branches~of the national 
economy. It made possible to use equipment to 
greater efficiency, increase labour productivity, 
while reducing the consumption of materials, 
lowering production costs, and thus increasing 
profits. As a result, in heavy industry, accumula- 
tion swelled apace, which served as a decisive 
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source of funds for industrialization. 

In our country the sole source of accumula- 
tions for industrialization is the national income. 
We have therefore steadily increased the na- 
tionals income. through the rise of labour produc- 
tivity and of the number of workers. In 1960 
the national income was 2.1 times higher than 
in 1956. 

In replenishing and expanding the ranks cf 
workers, the Workers’ Party of Korea adopted 
the policy of employing more women and in- 
creasing the number of work hands in produc- 
tive branches while cutting the number of siaff 
in the none productive fields. As more depend- 
ants began to take part in production the num- 
ber of work hands per family increased from 
1.2 in 1956 to 1.4 in 1960. The ratio of women 
to men in the total number of employees went 
up from 20 per cent in 1956 to 34 per cent in 


1960. And during the same period a considera- 


ble increase was noted in the number of those 
engaged in production. 

As mentioned above, higher labour productivi- 
ty on the basis cf the improvement in technical 
qualifications and sharp increase in the number 
of persons engaged in production have resulted 
in increasing the state accumulation, considera- 
bly contributing to solving the problem of funds 
for industrialization. 

Strengthening of the cost accounting system 
at all units of the national economy was another 
important measure taken by the Party for boost- 
ing the accumulation. 

Setting out on the post-war rehabilitation and 
construction, the Workers’ Party of Korea called 
on the enterprises to manage their affairs on 
the basis of strict economic calculation to pay 
for themselves. The Third Congress of the Work- 
ers’ Party of Korea decided to strengthen the 
cost accounting system and widely introduce it at 
work-shops. Then the Party in addition to the 
cost accounting system instituted’ the premium 
and bonus systems for work-teams based on the 
socialist principle of distribution. Such measures 
inspired the working people to the collective in- 
novation movement, providing conditions for 
steadily increasing profits through the fulfilment 
of production assignments and the reduction of 
production costs. It goes without saying that all 
this contributed in large measure to solving the 
problem of funds needed for the country’s in- 
dustrialization and the improvement of the peo- 
ple’s living. 

However, mention must be made of the fact 
that efforts were concentrated not only on creat- 
ing the sources of slate accumulation. Much at- 


tention was directed to the effective use of funds 
and a good return on the capital invested. More 
than 40 per cgnt of the capital invesiment went 
to heavy industry and enough funds were spent 
for the development of light industry and agri- 
culture. 


In deciding on such course of capital invest- 
ment, we were guided by the aim of building a 
heavy industry able to produce, with the rich 
natural resources available at home. materials, 
raw materials, fuel, power, machines and equip- 
ment needed for the development of the national 
economy. More, heavy industry is essential for 
the speedy progress of light industry and agri- 
culture. 

In investing in heavy industry, we adopted the 
policy of further re-equipping and expanding, at 
the same time making the most of, the exisiing 
heavy industry and building a number of new 
industrial branches. Priority was given to the pro- 
jects which would go into operation sooner. 


As a result, the turnover of funds was quick- 
ened through early commissioning of industrial 
projects, and material wealth increased speedily. 

Mobilization of latent reserves, increase of the 
sources of accumulation and effective investment 
of funds enabled the state to raise in the years 
from 1957 to 1960 huge funds, 14 times as 
much as the total budgets in the peaceful con- 
struction period before the war, and created a 
reserve of more than 850 million won after ap- 
propriating for building the basis of industriali- 
zation and improving the people’s living. 

The consolidation of the foundation of the 
country’s finance and the proficient solution of 
the problem of funds are attributable to the wise 
leadership, scientific foresight and revolutionary 
sweep of the Central Committee of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea and Comrade Kim Il Sung and 


to the patriotic devotion and inexhaustible 
creativeness shown by our people who have 
faithfully carried out the instructions of the 


Party and the Leader. 


Our people have now entered the second year 
of the Seven-Year Plan. Basic tasks of the Seven- 
Year Plan are to effect comprehensive technical 
reconstruction and cultural revolution relying on 
the triumphant socialist system and radically im- 
prove the  people’s living. To fulfil these tasks 
more funds than in the Five-Year Plan period are 
needed. To raise such huge amount of funds is, 
of course, not an easy problem. But our people 
will, as they did in the past, successfully solve 
the problem under the wise leadership of the 
Party and the Leader.

The Plan Brilliantly Fulfilled 


N January 17, the Central 
Statistical Board of the 
State Planning Committee of 
the Democratic People’s Repub- 
lic of Korea issued an official 
report on the results of the ful- 
filment of the national economic 
development plan for 1961. 
In 1961, the Korean people 


led by the Workers’ Party of 
Korea made uninterrupted ad-

And _ inspired by the grandiose 
vistas opened up by the Con- 
gress, they registered great re- 
sults in the first-round battle 
for carrying out the Seven-Year 
Plan (1961-67). The year 1961 
was a year of great significance 
for the life of the Korean peo- 
ple. An  epoch-making stage 
was opened by the Fourth 
Party Congress with its immor- 
tal achievements scored in the 
development of the history and 
revolution of the Korean people. 
Also the year registered great

victory in making the first step 
toward the gigantic goal of 
Seven-Year Plan that promises 
prosperity and happiness of the 
country and people. 

The year witnessed a big leap 
in the development of the coun- 
iry’s productive forces. During 
the year, the heavy industry 
with the machine-building indus- 
try as the core was further 
fortified; technical transforma- 
tion of agriculture made rapid 
progress resulting in a fresh up- 
surge in its production. 

According to the official re- 
lease of the Central Statistical 
Board, the gross industrial out- 
put value plan for 1961 was 
overfulfilled by 2.5 per cent— 
the state industry by 1 per cent, 
and the co-operative industry by 
16 per cent. The year’s total 
value of industrial output was 
14 per cent greater than the 
previous year. 

Much success was scored in 
putting more flesh on heavy in- 
dustry. 

In the sphere of metal indus- 
try, iron and steel works were 


1961 in per cent of 1960 
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expanded, and new varieties and 
standards of steel were produc- 
ed. In particular, the output of 
wire and steel pipes showed a 
rapid growth. All in all, the 
steel output last year increased 
by 21 per cent compared with 
the previous year. 

The machine-building indus- 
try, the key to the technical re- 
volution, produced tractors. 
trucks and various farm ma- 
chines needed for the mechani- 
zation of agriculture. Then it 
fully equipped the February 8 
Vinalon Factory, Chungjin and 
Shinuijoo Chemical Fibre Miuiils 
with up-to-date machines, 

Moreover it - turned ont a 
3,000-ton vessel, electric loco- 
motives, a 6-metre hob, a 4,000- 
h.p. high-pressure gas compres- 
sor, 220,000-volt transformers, 
a universal electronic computer, 
and other heavy and precision 
machines. 

Today our machine-building 
industry is able to fully equip 
large-scale up-to-date factories. 
It was only yesterday that all it 
could do was manufacturing in- 
dividual machines. 

Last year the organic chemi- 
cal industry was_ reinforced, 
clearing the way to rapid, ex- 
tensive introduction of chemistry

into the national economy. 
The phenvl shop of the Yung- 
an Chemical FEactory and the 


methanol shop of the Aoji 
Chemical Factory, which take 
an important place together 


with the vinalon factory in the 
organic chemical industry, were 
put into operation. Besides, the 
first-stage projects of the Chung- 
jin and = Shinuijoo Chemical 
Fibre Mills were completed. 
As a result, the base of raw 


materials including vinyl chlo- 
ride for light industry was 
created and fortified. Now the 


country sees its way for solving 
the fibre problem completely 
with its own raw materials. The 
output of chemical fertilizers and 
insecticides also increased mark- 


edly. 
Thanks to the powerful heavy 
industry, light industry also 


scored fresh successes. 

Last year varieties of con- 
sumer goods increased by more 
than 6,400 over the previous 
year, and the output of high- 
grade fabrics and _ twisted-yarn 
fabrics showed a sharp increase. 

Technical equipment of the 
local industry improved marked- 
ly and its share in the produc- 
tion of consumer goods rose ta 
53 per cent. \

The powerful machine-build- 
ing industry quickened the pace 
of mechanization of agriculture 
and the irrigation system was 
reinforced further. 

Our agricultural co-op mem- 
bers honourably carried out the 
militant task set by the Party of 
producing 1,000,000 tons more 
grain than’ the previous year. 
The year’s harvest hit the mark 


af 4,830,000 tons, or nearly 
twice over the _ pre-liberation 
peak level, despite severe 


drought, storm and flood. 

Thanks to the achievements 
scored by agriculture and all 
other spheres of the national 
economy, the material and cul- 
tural standards of the people 
rose even higher. 

The national income in 1961 
grew approximately  1.2-fold 
compared with the previous 
year, and wages of factory and 
office workers went up by 3 per 
cent on an average.

Criminal Dealings between South 
Korea and Japan

The Japanese militarist clique and the South 
Korean military fascist gang are now holding 
“South Korea-Japan talks.” 

The moving force in this case too is the U.S. 
imperialists who are hard at work to obstruct 
the peaceful unification of Korea. The U.S. im- 
perialists are all out to save the tottering coloni- 
al rule over South Korea, aggravate tension in 
the Far East and Asia, step up the preparations 
for aggressive war and shore up the crumbling 
foundation of aggression. 

The “South Korea-Japan talks’? were cooked 
up by U.S. imperialism as far back as 1951, that 
is, shortly after the outbreak of the Korean war. 

Before the overthrow of Syngman Rhee, on 
four occasions the Japanese and South Korean 
reactionaries held ‘preliminary talks’’ The pur- 
pose, they said, was to “normalize relations be- 
tween South Korea and Japan.”’ 

After the downfall of Syngman Rhee, the 
“fifth preliminary talks’ were arranged between 
the Chang Myun clique, another U.S. puppet, 
and Japan. 

The ‘‘talks’’ on five occasions over ten years 
got nowhere because of strong opposition of the 
Korean people and the peace-loving Japanese 
people. 

The “‘talks’’ were resumed on October 20 last 
year at the bidding of U.S. imperialism between 
the Ikeda government of Japan and the South 
Korean military thug. According to them, this is 
the “‘sixth preliminary talks.” 

The present talks are marked by the fact that 
the U.S. imperialists have cast away the mask of 
wire-puller end come out on the scene, openly 
instigating their puppets. 

It was reported thai at the Kennedy-Ikeda 
talks in last June ‘‘normalization of relations be- 
tween South Korea and Japan’’ was brought up 
as an “issue of prime importance’ and agree- 
ment was reached on achieving ‘‘co-operation”’ 
between Japan and South Korea. Later Washing- 
ton summoned Pak Jung Hi and gave instruc- 
{ions on “early settlement of the South Korea- 
Japan talks.”

Rusk’s visit to Japan and South Korea, a special 
correspondent of the Japanese magazine Asahi 
Jcurnal in* Washington said that Rusk made. the 
trip ostensibly for the ‘Hakone talks” in Japan, 
but his real aim was lining up Japanese imperi- 
alism and the South Korean military rogues. 


The Japanese imperialists and the South Ko- 
rean military gang dancing to the tune of U.S. 
imperialism are now saying that they will enter 
into what they call top-level ‘“‘political negotia- 
tion,” and resume the “‘experts talks’? which ad- 
journed at the close of iast year So as to bring 
the ‘‘“‘South Korea-Japan talks’’ to an eariy con 
clusion. 


. According to UPI, U.S. official quarters re- 
gard thes year 1962 as the “‘most decisive year 
for the Japan-South Korea _ talks’ and rave 
that the “‘Japan-South Korea talks are the most 
important diplomatic issue in Asia this year.” 


U.S. President Kennedy said that the United 
States hoped to see the normalization of relations 
between South Korea and Japan at the earliest 
date for the strengthening of what he termed the 
anti-communist forces. 


Facts show how frantically the U.S. imperial- 
ists are manoeuvring to band together the Japan- 
ese militarists and the South Korean puppets. 


It is not without reason that the U.S. imperi- 
alists are so wildly running amuck to see an ear- 
ly conclusion of the ‘“‘South Korea-Japan talks.”’

Agricultural Co-op Members Receive Shares 


The day of closing accounts and distribution is a 


gala day for an agricultural co-op in the country. 


On that day the co-op has a general meeting fo 
settle accounts on the year's total income, both in 
kind and cash, and every co-op member is given his 


share. 


Then how is the income of a co-op distributed? 


Of the year's total income, the general meeting 
decides first the amount to be put aside as common 
funds of the co-op, for running the co-op and cul- 
tural and welfare establishments for its members, and 
the rest is distributed among the members in line 
with the socialist principle of distribution, that is, 
according to the number of work-days one has 
earned during the year and to the premium system 


for workteams. 
The amount of labour a co-op member put to the 
collective is reckoned in terms of work-day. So the 


work-day is a measure of evaluating the amount of 
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one's labour and of remuneration for it. 

The work-day reflects the quantity and quality of 
one's labour, and every type of farming work is 
graded with a fixed work norm. Therefore, in reckon- 
ing one’s work-days, it is taken into account what 
kind of work he performed, i.e., complicate work re- 
quiring skill, labour-consuming work, important work, 
etc. Naturally some work is evaluated higher 
than others. This method of remunerating a person 
for his labour according to the number of work-days 
he has earned, is applicable only in a socialist so- 
ciety, where there is no exploitation. Thus in our 
country co-op members earn as much as they worked. 

In addition there is the premium system for work- 
teams. Under this system, when a workfeam overful- 
filled the production quota assigned to if, the portion 
above the quota is distributed among its members. 
As an example of creative application of the socialist 
principle of distribution to the actual conditions of 


the country, this system is of decisive significance for 


furfher enhancing the co-op member's material in- 
centive towards increased production.

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Vinalon fabrics 


N the spacious, bright spinning 
| shop of the February 8 Vinalon 
Factory, 12 sets of machines are 
working. Girl spinners with red 
kerchiefs on their heads tend the 
machines which send out vinalon 
yarn ceaselessly. Thousands of 
white threads coming out of the 
submerged nozzles in the  solidifi- 
cation tubs are wound on the fibre 
inductive rollers. Then come the 
processes of aftertreatment such as 
humidity and heat treatment, wash- 
ing in water, drying, ete. 

At the control board a young 
operator is attentively watching 
the panel with ifs red and green 
lights and Various metres. The pro- 
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cesses of the aftertreatment of 
vinalon and its conveyance fo the 
packing departmen; are fully auto- 
mated and everything is registered 
on this control panel. And ali the 
work processes, from spinning to 
drying, are automated and assem- 
bly-line method is employed. 

The fact that we have come fo 
secure vinalon, the soft but very 
strong fibre, from stone should be 
put down to the credit of deep 
concern and solicitude of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea for pro- 
viding the people with beautiful 
and strong fabrics in abundance.

HE Korean people have a 
+ long history resplendent with 
patriotic, revolutionary struggles a- 
gainst the reactionary class and 
foreign invaders.

But if was not until the 1930's 
that the Korean people’s patriotic 
and revolutionary national libera- 
tion struggle against Japanese im- 
perialism was strictly based on the 
all-conquering weapon, Marxism- 
Leninism. 

The Korean people had to wait 
until that time to set their struggle 
for national and social liberation 
on the correct line, strategy, and 
tactics worked out by the com- 
munists. Nor did they have until 
then a powerful weapon for free- 
dom and right. 

Hitherto, especially before Marx- 
ism-Leninism had made its way to 
our country, the struggle of the 
Korean people for national libera- 
tion followed the course of nation- 
alism in the narrow sense of the 
word. And the struggle itself was 
of sporadic character. 

Under the impact of the Great 
October Socialist Revolution in Rus- 
sia, the  national-liberation move- 
ment of Korea began to assume the 
influence of Marxism-Leninism in 
the iwenties. But it still wanted a 
solid communist leadership. Hence 
no correct Marxist-Leninist strateay 
and tactics were available, nor the 
revolutidnary theory and deeds 
were combined. Consequenfly, in 
the twenties, the Korean people’s 
national-liberation struggle had to 
go over many a twist and meet re- 
peated bitter defeats. 

However, the barbarous oppres- 
sion and cruel plundering policy 
of the Japanese imperialists inten- 
sified all the more national and 


class contradictions between the aggressors and the 
Korean people, rousing the people to a yet resolute 
struagle. 

About the time the late twenties and the early 

~*~ thirties rolled on, a new upsurge was to be noted in 
the labour movement of our country in parallel with 
the internal and external situations created at that 
time. 

In late 1929 a severe economic depression swept 
the capitalist world with an unprecedented destructive 
power. An acute economic and political crisis hit 
Japanese imperialism and ithe Japanese imperialists 
desperately attempted to seek a way out by fascisti- 

zation of the country, militarization of economy, and 
aggressive war. 


« The economic crisis that Japan faced and the 
: aggressive war it launched exercised a telling impact 
on the political and economic situation of Korea. 
Japanese imperialism imposed the heavy burdens 
of economic crisis and the war on the Korean work- 
ing masses while attacking most savagely ail the 
= patriotic and revolutionary forces. This aggravated to 
_ the extreme the contradictions between the Japanese 

aggressors and the working masses of Korea and 
= roused all the more the anti-Japanese sentiments of 
the Korean people. 
_ In 1929 the general strike of workers in Wonsan 
sparked off a chain of mass struggles of the workers 
7 and peasants in different parts of the country. In this 
a broad section of patriotic youths and students, too, 
- participated. During this period the role played by 
_ communists was as yet of sporadic nature, and their 
guidance rendered to the mass movement was not 
piree from shortcomings. Yet they were able to contri- 
‘bute considerably to strengthening the workers’ and 
peasants’ movemenis and to developing the mass 
movement politically and organizationally. Accord- 
‘ingly the revolutionary struggle of the workers and 
‘peasants against Japanese imperialism became more 
“positive assuming a mass character despite the cruel 
oppression by Japanese imperialism. Around this 
time in north-east China, too, the Korean peasants 
‘rese in mass revolts with greater intensity. 
lt should be noted that in the late twenties and the 
2 early thirties the mass movements in Korea took 
» & new trend of unprecedented positive revolt, 
— assuming a distinct political character. This reflected 
: the wish of the populer masses who looked forward 
0 unity in the revolutionary siruggle and its devel- 
Cpment to a yet higher stage. 
E Worekrs, peasants and students and a broad sec- 
tion of masses apprehended such passive strikes and 
Tenancy disputes as was launched in the past against 
Maonal and class enemies would not bring victory in 
their strugcle. Hence, they went over to more re- 
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solute strucgle of riotous character, displaying their 
revolutionary spirit and militancy. And the thirties 
provided objective conditions being swiftly matured 
for the Korean people to put their national-liberation 
struggle on a new higher stage. 

The situation urgently needed a 
leading core which could organize and guide the 
whole process of revolutionary movement on the 
basis of Marxism-Leninism so as to place the inten- 
sive mass struggle under organization and develop 
the national liberation movement of the Korean peo- 
Japanese imperialism toward a higher

ple against 
stage. 

Such advance of historic task was a natural out- 
come in the course of development of the Korean 
revolutionary movement, and the task was fulfilled 
with credit by the Korean communists headed by 
Comrade Kim || Sung. 

The Korean communists headed by Comrade Kim 
ll Sung generalised the experiences gained in the re- 
volutionary movement and the new type of struggle 
initiated by the masses during the movement and 
brought the scattered forces together so as to fight 
the armed enemy with the organized armed revolu- 
tionary forces. 

To have a standing revolutionary army for armed 
struagle was the only correct line of speeding up the 
final victory in the struggle, reflecting ihe objective 
requirements of the anti-Japanese national-liberation 
movement and developing it into a yet higher stage. 
This was the only line for making organizational and 
ideological preparations for the founding of a united 
Marxist-Leninist Party in Korea in the future, and 
setting up a united anti-Japanese national front bas- 
ed on the worker-peasant alliance under the gui- 
dance of the working class. At the same time it con- 
tributed to strengthening the international revolu- 
tionary forces by waging a common struggle by the 
and Chinese peoples against the Japanese 
aggressors. 

In order to translate this line into reality Comrade 
Kim 11 Sung set a course of organizing the parti- 
san ranks with the best sons and daughters of the 
Korean people, establishing revolutionary bases in 
north-east China where favourable conditions for the 
development of revolution were to be found, build- 
ing up a leading nucleus of the revolutionary forces 
through the Communist Party organizations in north- 
east China, and uniting the Korean communists or- 


ganizationally.

Thereon,: the Korean communists entered the road 
of arduous struggle to take up arms. They explained 
to the revolutionary masses that the only way for the 
people was arming themselves and coming out more 


resolutely against the Japanese imperialists and the 
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exploiting class, while the Korean communists them- 
selves were waging a bloody struggle standing at 
the head of the people to wrest arms from the 
enemy. 

Even old men and small boys joined the di-ficult 
struggle to arm themselves with the enemy weapons. 
Many gave their lives without hesitation for a gun. 
Then measures were taken for making weapons and 
ammunition by utilizing the creative initiative of the 
revolutionary masses. And the young people selected 
from the Communist Party organizations and other 
revolutionary organizations were brought together to 
undergo military training in secret. 


Comrade Kim Il Sung organised the firsi armed 
units at the beginning of 1932 on the basis of the 
Marxist-Leninist theory on building armed forces. 

Following the appearance of the first partisan units, 
one unit of partisans after another was organized by 
the communists under the guidance of Comrade 
Kim Il Sung in different parts of north-east China. 

The anti-Japanese partisan units organised by the 
Korean communists headed by Comrade Kim II Sung 
were the first revolutionary armed forces of the Ko- 
rean people te be guided by the idea of Marxism- 
Leninism.

T was early one spring day in 1933. 

Yet, the cold of was still felt and the 
Tumen River was still icebound. 

We partisans personally commanded by Marshal 
Kim Il Sung, while on our march, stopped to take a 
brief rest in front of a peasant’s house near Liang- 
shuichuantzu on the bank of the Tumen River. 

We knocked at the door of the house several 
times, but nobody showed up although there were 
signs of life inside the house. 

It was cold outside and we had a wounded man 
with us, but no one attempted to go insiae the house. 

We placed our belongings near the entrance and 
decided to take a rest in the courtyard. It was bit- 
ing cold and, on top of it, we were all wet with 
perspiration after the march. As a matter of fact, we 
had wished to find some sort of shelter. 

We very much wanted to take our wounded com- 
rade inside the house. But we remembered the earn- 
est instructions of Marshal Kim 1] Sung.

Marshal Kim II Sung took off his overcoat and put 
it over the wounded comrade. Then he said to us: 
“One can overcome the cold by taking some sori of 
physical exercise. It's better than sitting about doing 
nothing...” He took up an ax and walked into the 
centre of the courtyard. All of us followed, some 
clearing off the snow around the house, some sweep- 
ing the courtyard, others fetching water from the 
spring, while others set out to bring firewood for 
building a fire in the open-air and cooking food as 


Wwe had done in the mountain camp. 


Later we learned why the peasant family had kept 
themselves inside the house. The family, who had 
never before met or seen the anti-Japanese partisans, 
fook us for the Japanese soldiers and police, 


But the family, the husband and wife, were quite 
surprised when they saw through the hole they had 
made in the papered window the partisans clearing 
off the snow and taking a rest in the courtyard. Not 
a single piece of straw was taken away from a pile 
in the courtyard. The partisans themselves had gath- 
ered the firewood in the mountain. What struck the 
family most was the warm comradeship between the 
partisans. The family saw a man taking off his over- 
coat to put it over the wounded, and witnessed the 
tender care taken of the wounded. 

“In all they are not the Japanese 
army.” 

“I! wonder who they are... Never seen before an 
army like that...” 

“Sure, they're not Japanese troops!" 

“What shall we do?” 

The husband and wife were undecided as to what 
to do. It was at this moment that their baby woke 
up and began crying. Now the “husband flung open 
the door and came outside.

Presently he learned who we were, and this made 
him feel ashamed of hiding himself. 

He opened his heart to us. Then he told his wife 
to boil water and cordially led us to the room. He 
unsparingly offered us a few mal of maize out of his 
scanty provisions and the cured vegetables he had 
kept hanging from the eaves. We declined the kind 
offer with thanks. 


The Marshal, calling the old man “Grandad," offer- 
ed him cigarettes. Then he asked him how the fami- 
ly was making out. The family must have long been 
following the plough. He told him they could raise 
any chickens. Then he asked why the children were 
all without fur caps in the cold season. The old man 
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said poverty was “his fate.” 

The Marshal, like a member of the same family, 
expressed concern about the old man's life and pri- 
vations. And he explained in plain language that it 
was not fate but inhumane twofold and threefold ex- 
ploitation and plunder by Japanese imperialism, 
Manchurian warlords and feudal landlords that had 
brought poverty to the Korean and Chinese people 
and that to put up a struggle against Japanese im- 
perialism was the way for the Korean and Chinese 
people to win a good life. 

The old man was deeply moved by the convincing 
words of the Marshal which had opened his eyes to 
the cause of the privations of all poor people includ- 
ing himself. With tears in his eyes, the old man ex- 
pressed his desire to join the partisans. 

Leaving the house after a rest, the Marshal offered 
the old man some money, saying: “It seems that the 
Grandma too has nothing to put on except these tat- 
ters. Here is a small amount of money. Please take it. 


| hope you will buy fowls and breed them so that 
you can feed the children chicken..." 

When he learned that the man who had treated 
him with such kindness was Marshal Kim II Sung who 
was held in respect by us like a real father, the old 
man, with tears in his eyes, said: ‘The commander is 
a great man, nevertheless he carries water, like an 
ordinary person!” 

The Marshal with a smile said to the old man: 

“The commander is also a son of the people. 
There is no reason why I shouldn't do things thai 
others do. One feels real joy in life and has a good 
appetite when he works..." 

The old man grasped the hands of the Marshal and 
said appealingly. 

“I's cold today as you see. Will you spend this 
night at my home? It’s my wish. to be with you even 
one night. | didn't know there was an army like 
yours in the world. You've given me fresh strength.”

South Korean Storm Victims 


O N January 2, @ storm struck the 
eastern coast of South Korea, 
causing a great loss of lives and 
property. 
As of January 9, according to 
Press reports from Seoul, 33 fisher- 
men had been reported dead and 
70 missing. Also numebrs of fish- 
ing boats, fishing tackle and other 
properties had been destroyed or 
swept away, losses totalling over 

200 million whan. 

The picture in the afflicted area 
is a heartbreaking one. The plight 
of the families who lost their bread 
earners is beyond description and 
the outlook of even those who 
have narrowly escaped from death 
is bleak. 

This notwithstanding, the U.S. 
imperialists and the South Korean 
military regime are shedding cro- 
codile tears, saying “It is an act 
of God and beyond human con- 
tro]."" 

But one can ask: Why couldn't 
they do something about it to pre- 
veni such disasters? Of course they 
could have done. Here is what 
Seoul Radio reported on the tra- 
gedy. It said: 

"As there was no breakwater in 
the north-eastern part of the port 
of Sokcho, the fishing boats found 
no shelter from surging waves.” 
Then it was reported that people 
were helpless though they saw the 
rising sea swallow’ people only 
about 30 metres off the shore. 

Seoul Radio, pointing to the fact 
that the fishing boats were entirely 


without any measures for emer- 
gency, said: “The small fishing 
boats have become obsolete and 


are poorly equipped due to lack 
of funds... They are not provided 
€ven with life-boats or safety belts 
against emergency... No boat has 


a radio set over which fishermen 
can hear weather reports." 


As Seoul Radio reported, mea- 
sures could have been taken 
against such storm. Only the U.S. 


imperialists and the military hooli- 
gans did not want to do anything, 
for they are only interested in ex- 


ploiting the South Korean fisher- 
men. The U.S. imperialists and 
their lackeys are solely to blame 


for such a loss of human lives and 
properties. 

The South Korean fishermen 
suffer from heavy taxation by the 
military gangsters, usurious plunder 
by the fishermen’s association, vari- 
ous kinds of usuries, and semi-feu- 
dal employment relationship. To 
earn a bowl of gruel, they go out 
to sea taking the boats which have 
no» provision whatsoever 
emergencies.

It is urgent to take relief mea- 
sures for the victims and their 
families. On January 12, the Cen- 


tral Committee of the Fishery As- 
sociation of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea decided 
to offer as relief goods 1,000 suk 
of rice (1 suk equals 150 kilo- 
grams), 10,000 metres of fabrics, 
and 5,000 pairs of footwear to the 
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afflicted fishermen and their fami- 
lies, and if sent a telegram to the 
president of the South Korean 
Red Cross Society notifying him of 
its decision. 

This is another expression of the 
North Korean people's ardent con- 
cern about their compatriots in 
South Korea. The people in the 
North feel the pain the South Ko- 
rean brothers and sisters suffer like 
their own and take if as their na- 


tional duty to relieve them from 
the plight. 
In the . past, too, the Govern- 


ment of the D.P.R.K. and the peo- 
ple extended helping hands to the 
South Korean people suffering from 
natural calamities. 

In| May 1955 and in December 
1958 measures were taken to open 
fishing grounds in the territorial 
waters of North Korea for the South 
Korean fishermen, then in Septem- 
ber 1959, an offer was made to 
send 30,000 suk of rice, 1,000,000 
yards of fabrics, 100,000 pairs of 
footwear, 100,000 bags of cement 
and 1,500,000 jai of lumber as -re- 
lief goods for the South Korean 
fishermen and peasants suffering 
from storm and flood, 

Nevertheless, all these repeated 
offers were not realized due to 
obstruction by the U.S. imperialists 
and their lackeys. 

The North Korean people are 
most anxious about the early deli- 
very of relief goods of this time 
to the afflicted South Korean fisher- 
men and their families.

Human Butchers Must Be Convicted 


N December 21 last year the 
O South Korean military gangs- 
ters barbarously executed Cho Yong 
Soo, publisher of Minjok libo, a 
South Korean daily. His ‘crime’? 
He wanted Korea united peace- 
fully! 

The world was shocked at the 
news that the South Korean military 
regime closed down scores of news- 
papers and publishing houses and 
cruelly suppressed pressmen and 
journalists. The South Korean mili- 
tary hoodlums did this under the 
manipulation of the U.S. imperial- 
ists. Because they wanted to dispel 
the mounting indignation and rebel- 
lious spirit of the South Ko- 
rean people and_ hide their cri- 
minal conducts from the world. 
But that was not all. All political 
parties and organizations 
were outlawed, and in only one 
month after the military coup over 
100,000 patriots and innocent peo- 
ple were arrested and thrown into 
jail. 

Still unsatisfied, the South Korean

The Executive Commitiee 
of the Infernaiional Organi- 
zation of Journalists mef in 
Havana from January 13 fo 15 
this year with the participa- 
tion of journalists from some 
forty countries.

More than sixteen years have passed since 
the Korean people were liberated from the yoke 
of Japanese imperialist colonial domination on 
August 15, 1945.

[legal U.N. Resolu- 
tion Denounced 


A T the 16th Session of the United Nations 

general assembly, U.S. delegation forced 
through the “15-nation resolution’? on the Kore- 
an question without the participation of repre- 
sentatives of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea. 

The “resolution”, another replica of ‘the »“re- 
solutions” the U.S. government cooked up in the 
United Nations in the past, is for aggression. It 
is designed to block Korea’s peaceful unification 
and perpetuate the U.S. imperialists’ occupation 
of South Korea. 

In this connection, a spokesman for the Min- 
istry of Foreign Affairs of the D.P.R.K. issued a 
statement on December 22 last year. 

The statement stated that the Korean people 
would never recognize the “resolution”? which is 
against the interest of the Korean people and 
which the U.N. adopted without the participa- 
tion of representatives of the D.P.R.K., and de- 
clared it null and void. 

As is known to all, the Korean question, 
being a World War Il settlement question, lies 
beyond the competence of the U.N, Consequent- 
ly the discussion of this problem at the U.N. is 
a flagrant violation of the U.N. Chartier. 

Yet the U.S. imperialists present every year 
the Korean question to the U.N. in their attempt 
to cover up with the U.N. emblem their criminal 
aggression on Korea, obstructing Korea’s peace- 
ful unification and transforming South Korea 
into their military base. 

Today the mediaeval rule prevails in South 
Korea. South Korea is in the inextricable abyss 
of economic ruin and social dislocation, All 
this is an outcome of the U.S. occupation of 
South Korea for the past 16 years. 

In South Korea under military fascist rule peo- 
ple do not enjoy even elementary human rights. 
The South Korean military fascist clique perse- 
cute mercilessly those who even utter the words 
“the country’s peaceful unification.” 

The so-called U.S. “‘aid’’ has utterly ruined the 
South Korean national industry, and the rural 
and fishing villages in South Korea lie in waste. 

Millions of unemployed and foodless peasants 
are wandering about the streets. 


Even AP reporting on the South Korean situa- 
tion stated that South Korean and foreign in- 
formed quarters were very much concerned about 
the worsening inflation, which started before the 
military coup. No sign of improvement was in 
sight, AP lamented, The Japanese magazine 
“Chuokoron”’ described South Korea as “‘a huge 
prison.” 

Yet Yankee imperialism has made the “United 
Nations Commission for the Unification and Re- 
habilitation of Korea,’ one of its aggressive 
tools, submit another ‘‘annual report’? and ‘“‘sup- 
plementary report’? to the recent U.N. general 
assembly. It must be added that the ‘‘reports’’ 
tried awfully hard to paint U.S.-occupied South 
Korea headed for ‘‘development and prosperity.” 

However desperately the U.S. imperialists may 
attempt to abuse the U.N. signboard, they will 
never be able to cover their criminal, aggressive 
policy on South Korea. 

Precisely for this reason, the U.S. imperialists 
left no stone unturned in their scheme for pre- 
venting its criminal, aggressive acis in South 
Korea from. being laid bare at the current U.N. 
general assembly. They persistently took a stand 
against the _ resolutions of the Mongolian Peo- 
ple’s Republic that called for the withdrawal 
of U.S. and all other foreign troops from South 
Korea, the participation of representatives of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea in the 
deliberations of the Korean questions. The U.S. 
government opposed ‘stubbornly the adoption of 
the Soviet proposal which demanded dissolution 


of the ‘‘United Nations Commission for the Uni-

More, the 
United States forced the United Nations to 
adopt what is called- the ‘‘15-nation resolution’.

The ‘resolution’? claims to reaffirm all the 
“resolutions” on the Korean question the U.S. 
forced through the U.N. during the period from 
1947 to 1959, calling on the “UNCURK” to 
keep carrying on ‘‘its work’”’. = 

In short the latest ‘‘resolution’’ is nothing short 
of the self-exposure of the U.S. imperialists who 
are out to perpetuate their occupation of South 
Korea, obstruct Korea’s peaceful unification in 
every way, and to impose misfortunes and hard- 
ships on the South Korean people. 

Facts show once again through the discussion 
of the Korean question at the U.N. that Yankee 
imperialism is the inveterate enemy of the “Ree 
rean people: it obstructs Korea’s peaceful unifica- 
tion and the democratic development of the 
South Korean society. 

The discussion of the Korean question at the 
U.N. can by no means be conducive to its settle- 
ment. Quite the contrary. 

We can never tolerate the U.S. imperialists us- 
ing the U.N. as an instrument of aggression 
against Korea. The U.N. should stop talking 
about the Korean question. But it should make 
the aggressive U.S. troops withdraw from South 
Korea and dissolve the “UNCURK”’, the ag- 
gressive tool of Washington. 

Korea belongs to the Korean people. 

The U.S. troops should get out of South Ko- 
rea and the Korean question be solved by the 
Koreans themselves without any interference 
from outside.

150 SECONDS FOR A CASE 


On January 15, 982 guiltless young 
people were tried in Pusan, a 
South Korean port town, on the 
charge of violation of what is call- 
ed the “conscription law”. 

On that day a judge handled 204 
cases. A record, indeed! The figure 
reveals that if the judge worked 


round the clock, he gave seven 
Minutes to each case, or, if 
he worked eight hours he al- 
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lotted a case only 2 and a haif 
minutes on an average. But this is 
just “wonderful” for Pak Jung Hi 
and his followers now in power in 
South Korea. According to them, 
“such swift trials would guarantee 
the right of the accused!” 


FREQUENT DEATH BY STARVATION 


Not a single day passes in South 
Korea without a few people dying 
from hunger.

ISCONTENT and hatred of the South Ko- 
D rean people at the present military fascist 
horde led by Pak Jung Hi has swollen to the 
point of explosion. It is not for nothing that 
U.S. Senator Fulbright said at a closed meeting 
of the U.S. Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
that it was not clear what was taking place in 
South Korea and who held the real power and 
who would stick it out to the last. Referring to 
the unstable situation in South Korea the UPI 
warned that soon something would break out. 
And Evening Star wrote that “everything points 
to another mass uprising.’’ Such is the picture 
of South Korea today. 


PAK JUNG HI HORDE IN TERROR 


Writing on the uneasiness and schism within 
the South Korean military regime, the Japanese 
Asahi Shinbun said ‘“‘dictators who seized the 
political power by force usually become a prey 
to fear of either being assassinated or being 
overthrown.’ And the military dictators in South 
Korea are no exception. Those thugs, repudiated 
by the people, are constantly haunted by terror: 
someone will knock them down. 

According to report of South Korean news 
agency Hapdong Tongshin, January 12 several 
former members of the ‘“‘Democratic Party’ or- 
ganized the “‘Sinheung Euiryultan’’ and planned 
to knock off the present military regime, assas- 
sinate Pak Jung Hi, Song Yo Chan and their 
sidekicks. Then they were to set up a new gov- 
ernment. The plan marked late February this 
year as the time for the execution of the plan. 
‘There was another abortive attempt to topple 
the military regime. The attempted revolt was 
planned by former members of the “Hankook 
Independence Party.” They plotted to throw over- 
board the present government and establish a 
regime with new state structure and economic 
policy. Their plan was to be carried out on 
January 16. 

South Korean news agency Dongyang Tong- 
shin also reported another case of a planned re- 
volt. A group of former ‘‘National Youth Corps’’ 
members drew up a plan to pull down the mili- 
tary regime. They had contact with some high- 
ranking officers, former “youth corps’ members, 
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in. the Sth Division of the puppet army and 
planned to stage a coup d’etat by mobilizing 
the division. 

All this shows that for their treacherous acts 
the Pak Jung Hi horde are completely repudiat- 
ed not only by the people at large but also by 
the ruling circles and that their doom is not 
far off. 


MOUNTING VOICE OF RESISTANCE 


No bayonet can quiet the voice of the people. 
The choking life and ever-worsening economic 
dislocation are the lot of the South Korean peo- 
ple under the military regime. The people are 
drawing due lessons and conclusions. The voice 
of the South Korean people is rising against the 
military regime, and the people keep struggling 
despite the martial law. 

Workers demand immediate payment of the 
wages the employers are holding and struggle 
against lay-offs. Today in South Korea strikes 
are outlawed. All the workers could do was 
presenting some sort of petition’ to the employers. 
Bult now the workers refuse to take things lying 
down. Expressive of this are the slow-down 
strike staged by the’ workers employed at the 
U.S. Army oil depot in Inchon harbour against 
wage reduction; the strike of 700 workers at the 
‘Jand development projects’ in South Choong- 
chung Province in protest against the starvation 
wages and the bloody brokers; and the stay-in 
struggle of the workers working at the dyke pro- 
ject of the Yungsan river in South Chulla Pro- 
vince in demand of the payment of wages in ar- 
rears. 

The military regime answered such demands 
of the workers with ruthless suppression. But it 
could not check the workers. On the contrary, 
the working people are becoming more stubborn 
than ever. 

Recently the miners of the Dalsung Colliery 
struck to demand an immediate wage payment. 
Then the workers of Samchuk Punggok . Colliery 
and Kyungbook Samho Textile Mill as well as 
the building workers. In Changwon county of 
South Kyungsang Province followed the suit. 
Again in Inchon more than one hundred resi- 
dents in the Sadong area attacked the Inchon 


municipal office in defiance of the police. The 
people were against the tearing down of their 
board houses by the police. 

The struggle of the South Korean peasants 
also is becoming more intense. They reject the 
plundering policy of the military fascist horde. 
As of July 20 last year, though the closing day 
of the obligatory delivery of summer crops was 
only a few days off, the grain collected in North 
Kyungsang Province was only 12 per cent of the 
target set for the province, and in South Choong- 
chung Province only 14 per cent, The situation 
was little different in other provinces. Peasants 
refuse to sell their produce to the government. 
According to the report released by the mili- 
tary regime, as of December 29 last year only 
48 per cent of the amount of grain planned un- 
der the ‘‘autumn crop purchasing’ was in the 
hands of the military fascists. 

The South Korean peasants are also fighting 
for land, their fundamental issue. The peasants 
in Shinam-dong, Taegu, came out with the 
slogan: ‘“‘No more tenant farmers! We’ll be inde- 
pendent farmers!’’ Then in South Kyungsang, 
North Chulla and Kangwon Provinces the peas- 
ants are demanding “redistribution of land.” 


a good fighting spirit. To be sure, the military 
horde are using every trick to check the youths: 
strict surveillance, outright lies. But the South 
_ Korean students are demanding academic free- 
dom. And they are against the war policy of the 
military rulers. 
Ag matters stand today in South Korea even 
the students are prohibited to hold any assem- 
bly, not to speak of demonstrations. and strike. 
Nevertheless, in September last year the students 
of the pedagogical school of Seoul University 
3 and the school of science and literature and the 
law college of Pusan University protested 
against the military regime’s action of closing 
_ down universities and colleges. On November 3, 
the anniversary of the Kwangjoo Students Move- 
ment, the students of Seoul “Soodo Medical In- 
 Stitute’’ struck in demand of academic freedom 
and the reinstatement of the students who were 
_ dismissed because they demanded a reduction 
in “registration fee.”’ 
¥ In late July last year the military regime cal- 
led an open-air students rally in the square in 
| front of the municipal building in Seoul. But at 
_ the rally students. of Seoul University held de- 
-Monstrations hoisting high placards with the 
word “Freedom” in bold letters, A student ad- 
dressed the crowd: “‘Let’s not hand. over to them 


The South Korean students, too, are showing 


this square, our square—the centre of the past 
year’s revolution.” 

All this shows that however desperately the 
military fascist dictators may attempt they can- 
not curve the fighting spirit of the peopie. The 
more ruthless they become, the more greaier 
rebuff they sustain. 

Students and youths are resolutely. condemn- 
ing the war policy of the present regime. They 
reject conscription. In North Kyungsang Pro- 
vince alone 1,165 cases of rejecting conscription 
were reported in November last year. 

Discontent is also growing among medium and 
petty industrialists and traders. They were pro- 
mised financial help by the military dictators. 
But, so far, everything was for saying. Now they 
bitterly denounce the rulers. 

According to Masan Ilbo, only 13 per cent 
of the applicants in Masan was favoured with 
government loans. But the amount of funds made 
available to them was only 5.2 per cent of the 
amount announced for the project. This natur- 
ally evoked great indignation of the middle and 
petty enterprisers in the city. 

All these bespeak that in South Korea today 
the national and class contradictions have be- 
come more acute, and the enmity and hatred 
against U.S, imperialism and the military regime 
are growing. 

The South Korean people know that, when they 
are together, they are strong. They kicked down 
Syngman Rhee. And even the military regime 
cannot check their onward movement. As 
matters stand now in South Korea, it is not dif- 
ficult to foretell what fate is in store for the 
U.S. running dogs, Pak Jung Hi horde.

New Play 


O NE of this season's hits on the 

stage has been the new play 
"Daughter of Sun” presented by 
the Hamheung Drama Theatre. The 
play is written by Pak Ryung Bo 
and produced by Ko Ki Sun. 

The play is on the revolutionary 
traditions of our country which 
were established by the Korean 
communists headed by Marshal 
Kim ll Sung who took up arms 
against Japanese imperialism start- 
ing in the 1930's and lasting until 
1945, the year of liberation.

Merited Sportsman 
Yun Seung Chul 


The football team of the Central 
Physical Training Centre, one of the 
best teams of the country, takes a 
distinct place in the sports world. 
Not only in the country but on the 
international arena it has played 
many a thrilling game. As a matter 
of fact, it has a proud record of 
wins over many foreign teams—9:0 
over a Syrian team, 5:1 over 4 
Ceylonese team, 3:2 over the Red 
Star of Czechoslovakia, 2:1 over 
the August 1 of China, 6:2 over and 
Iraqi team, 8:3 over the Krylya So- 
vietov of the Soviet Union, and 2:1 
over the Moscow Spartak. 


Some of the best footballers of 
the country are to be found in the 


team, and its captain Yun Seung 
Chul is one of them. 
It was in 1954, at a national 


athletic meet, that Yun Seung Chul, 
then a member of the Kim Chaik 
Iron Works team, was picked out 
tg become a member of the Cen- 
tral Physical Training Centre team, 
a first class football team of the 
country. 


It must be said that in his early 
days as a member of the first class 
football team, Yun Seung Chul, a 
man from a local factory team, 
found much to learn. But he was 
willing, and he threw himself heart 
and soul into the training. To be 


sure, he was a master of wonder- 
ful technique of heading the ball 
and exceptional driving power, 
which very often baffled the op- 
ponents. Yet much was left to be 
desired. His shooting was not ac- 
curate and he lacked agility. But 
he worked hard. 

A big moment came to him. 

In July 1955 his team was in War- 
saw. In a way, he felt nervous, 
after all it was his first international 
match. But he was determined to do 
his best. 

It was during the match with a 
Syrian team. The inside right of his 
team sent the ball at a point some 


ten metres from the opponent's 

goal. Yun Seung Chul and the 
_ Syrian centre half tussled for the 
ball. The latter made a desperate 
attempt to wrest the ball. But he 
was no match for Yun Seung Chul, 
who deftly shot the ball into the 
left corner of the goal. 

Subsequent years witnessed great 
-_ jmprovement in his play. 

He displayed in full unyielding 
spirit, quick judgement and excel- 
lent technique during the match 
with the Red Star of Czechoslovakia 
in July 1959. The first half of the

W ORKERS of the Electricity Re- 
search Institute under the 
Heavy Industry Commission recent- 
ly turned out a_universal-purpose 
alternating current computation 
panel. 

It correctly registers the changes 
taking place in reactive power, 
voltage, electric current and the 
rate of power, making it possible 
to readjust them whenever neces- 
sary. 

The new A.C. computation panel 
points any abnormality in various 
electric devices in the course of 
transmission. This will help readjust 
the operation by taking prompt 
measures. 


Up-to-date all-purpose alternating 
current computation panel 
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It does swiftly and easily the dif- 
ficult and complicated computation 
for determining the volume of 
power in transmission. And _ this 
makes it possible to rationally sup- 
ply all spheres of the national 
economy with electricity whenever 
necessary. In this way the loss of 
electricity in transmission can be 
prevented beforehand. 

This panel also registers the 
workings of safety devices and auto- 
matic apparatuses, which will help 
in measuring the loss of electricity 
and analysing the electric power 
system. 


CAMPAIGN FOR ONE MAN TO 
BUILD FOUR FLATS 


C ONSTRUCTION

risen up to construct 


dwelling 


houses for 200,000 fami- 
lies this year are waging the drive 
“four flats by one construction 
worker.” The drive was_ initiated 
in. early part of this year by the 
members of the Yoon Byung Kwon 
Youth Brigade, West-District Public 
Buildings Construction Trust, Pyong- 
yang, and it is sweeping the whole 
country. 


This means that each constructor 
will build over four flats this year. 


In the period of Japanese rule 
20 workers built one flat taking one 
whole year. Compared with this, the 
speed at which one builder con- 
structs four. flats a year is 80 times 
as fast. And it is nearly 3 times as 
rapid as the “Pyongyang speed” 
at which. the dwelling houses to 


accommodate 20,000 families were 
built in 1958.
